Reafonable Things What foould we 
Treat for, fays ome, the Treaty is fet down 
already; the King of France bas mo more to 
do, but to fend us Word wherber be will ftand 
by the Preliminaries or no ? —If be will not, 


wwe muft fight on sill we make bim do is —— 


Uf be will, the Peace ss made; anda certain 
uthos fays, There can be no Treaty but upon 
the Foot of thofe Preliminsrics. 


I thall be very wary bow I'fall in, either 
on one Hand with thofe that Querrel thofe 
Preliminaries, or @n the other Hand, with 
thofe that fay the Face of Zurope has fufe 
fer’d no Change fince-—— I have, indeed, 
declar’d my Opinion openly, againft gi- 
ving the Spanifb Monarchy to the Emperor, 
and that is, in fome Meafure, an Objedti- 
on to the Prelimioaries?)——— Yet it is evi- 
dent, even the Preliminaries themfelves 
muff have (uffer’d fome Alteration now, 
tho’ you were to go upon the Sabftance of 
them, becaufe of the Change of the Empee 
ror ; therefore you cannot’ Treat exadily 
and litterally upon them. re 
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The King of France has Reje&ted thofe : 


Preliminaries, and does fill, nor have we 
yet brought him to fubmit to them; but 
feeming, of pretending to defire Peace, 
call it what you will, ae feuds Propofals — 
The prefent Ovjestions are, That the Proe 
pofals are Infutticient, and vf a double Zn- 
gendres thelaft Objection is (wallow'd up in 
the firft; for if they are iofutficient in the 
beft Conftru@ion , What can it figoifie 
which Way they are underftood ? The 
Freuch (ay they are fincerely inclin’d to 
give all the Allies Satisfaétion ——— This 
gs an extenfive Wo'd—And upon my Word, 
if the King of France makes it good, I fee 
little Reafon we fhall bave co dovbt his 
Sincerity; for 1 dcube not, fome of the 
Confederates may make farge Demands, 
fuch as will try che Sincerity of the Kin 
of France in his Complying with them ; an 
if he complies, the doubt of his Sincerity 
is over, if he does not, a Treaty will bea 
meansto make the Difcovery. 

But the prefent Cry is, We will nos bear 
bim, We will have nothing todo with him, 
till heagrees to the Preliminaries——Wel), 
then you muft carry on the War, hut % cer- 
sain; for the King of France refus’d to Sign 
the Preliminaries at firft, you refus’d his 
-propofed Medium at laft, and you have 
‘fought another Year with him without much 
Advantage But he fends you Word, 
Thait tho’ he cannot, or will not hand te 
your Preliminaries, yet he is willing to en- 
ter ona Treaty with you all, and that he 
3s fincerely refo:v'd to give every one Satis- 
fadion Why you fhould not hear 
what he has to fay, is the prefent Quefti- 
on? 


The Queen is clear fer it——This 
pechaps, will not move with fome: 
For my part, I am of Opinion, that

Pethaps giving the French 
a good Blow ow and them, may litt 
onthe Propofals ; hey") come forward 
in a Treaty, juft as they go backward 
in the Field 5 che War will by no means 
hurt the Treaty, nor is there any Rea 
fon why a Treaty fhould hurt theWar: 
The Ele&tor of Aunnover’s Memorial 
hastwo Thicgs init, which I doube 
not every Proteftant Ally will confent 
to: iff.
